Saskatchewan Legislature Called 


REGINA, July 17.—The Saskatche- 
wan legislature has been called to 
meet in special session Thursday, July 
20, to deal with the marketing ques- 
tion. This announcement was made 
officially today by Premier C. A. 
Dunning. Members of the assembly 
are being notified of the special ses- 
sion by telegram. 

' “While this notice is short,” the 
premier said, “it will be remembered 
that the members have already been 
warned by wire to be ready for such 
an emergency.” The session will be 
opened at three o’clock, when Lieut.- 
Governor Newlands will read the 
speech from the throne. 

Premier Dunning could give no in- 
dication of the length of the session, 
and he could make no announcement 
as to the possible action of the Al- 
berta government. Any statement for 
Alberta, he said, will have to come 

a ; from the government of that province. 


Alberta’s Action 


EDMONTON, July 17.—Shortly be- 
fore two o’clock Monday afternoon, 
following a meeting of the executive 
council Premier Greenfield announc- 
ed that members of the legislature 
would be at once summoned to a spe- 
cial session opening on July 24, for 
the purpose of dealing with the wheat 
board bill to be submitted concurrent- 
ly in Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

It was expected that the session 
would not be called until some days 
later but in view of the urgency of 
the situation and the fact that the 
Saskatchewan legislature assembles 
Thursday of this week it was decided 
to convene the Alberta house with- 
out delay. The wheat board bill to 
be identical in both houses and if 
possible will be dealt with at the same 
time. 

Dr. Scott, legislative counsel for 
Alberta, is now in Regina working 
with the Saskatchewan counsel in the 
drafting of the proposed bill to cre- 
ate the wheat board under Dominion 
provisions. Hon. George Hoadley 
was back for the council meeting 
Monday morning, the absentees being 
Hon. Perrin Baker, Hon. V. W. Smith, 
and Mrs. Parlby. Plans for the com- 
ing session were fully agreed upon at 
the caucus of U.F.A. members of the 
government here Saturday. 


Wheat Board Needed 


EDMONTON, July 17.—The state- 
ment issued by Premier Greenfield on 
the summoning of the legislature is 
as follows: 

“The executive council this morn- 
ing decided to call a session forth- 
with to consider the concurrent pro- 
vincial legislation necessary to estab- 
lish a wheat board. 

“Conditions prevailing throughout 
the rural parts of this province dur- 
ing the present period of readjust- 
ment more than at any time since 
the beginning of the war, require the 
stabilizing influence of such a board 
by making it impossible for farmers 
to be forced by pressure from credi- 
tors to dispose of their grain immed- 
jately after threshing regardless of 
market conditions such re-establishing 
efforts of the government as the 
drouth area relief act will be greatly 
furthered. The government deems it 
advisable therefore to recommend to 
the legislature that it be placed in a 
position to co-operate in every way 
with the Dominion and other prov- 
inces which may decide to act in 
establishing a satisfactory board. 

“The government realizes fully that 
the limitations of the present Do- 
minion legislation make the ques- 
tions of finance and administration of 
such a board of vital importance from 
the provincial standpoint and ques- 
f tions on which the government must 
be fully satisfied before any provin- 
cial legislation finally comes into ef- 
fect. On the latter question however 
it is expected that there will be a 
fullest co-operation from the Domin- 
ion government which under the Do- 
minion act makes the appointments to 
and the regulations of the board.”

Settlers for Irrigation Lands 


Active campaign to bring settlers 
to the irrigated lands of the Leth- 
bridge Northern District has already 
commenced, under the auspices of the 
irrigation council, with the co-opera- 
tion of the dominion government im- 
migration officials, who will place 
men in the field in the Western Stat- 
es to seek these immigrants.

Treatment for Poisoned Stock 


In several places in the southern 
part of the province it has been found 
that cattle and other animals have be- 
come poisoned by eating bait for 
grasshoppers which has been scatter- 
ed in fields, since the bait contains 
arsenic. Dr. Percy Talbot, the prov- 
incial veterinarian, has issued a state 
ment following a study of the mat- 
ter, in which he says that the most 
successful treatment as an antidote 
for the poison is hydrated oxide of 
iron, which should be administered in 
the form of a soft mass and must be 
freshly made and administered at 
once. Since, however, preparation of 
such an antidote would not be prac- 
ticable for farmers who had to drive 
long distances to obtain the ingredient 
other remedies have been tried. It 
has been found that a mixture of fer- 
ric hydrate and magnesia will act 
promptly and effectively. For this 
preparation it is necessary to keep on 
hand in separate bottles 2 ounces fer- 
ric sulphite solution diluted with 4 
ounces water, and 180 grains magnesia 
made into a smooth mixture with half 
a pint of water. When needed, the 
two should be mixed and shaken until 
a thin mass results. This should be

Alfalfa cutting has been 
in progress in the irrigation distrcts, 
and the yield will be fair. Some of 
this crop has been winter killed. Pre- 
cipitation for first two weeks in July 
at Raymond was 2.3 inches, at Leth- 
bridge 1.53, at Claresholm 2.27 inches.

Ire- 
land amounts to about a doller a head 
per week for the entire population, or 
family. Before the war there were 
five dollars a week for the average 
family. Before the war there were 
hundreds of thousands of British 
vorkers who did not earn more than a 
pound a week, and, though wages have 
increased in almost all trades, it is 
staggering to think that a pound a 
week is laid out on drink. The fig 
ures are the more shocking when one 
recalls that unemployment is acute, 
and that about one worker out of six 
ix without a job. That the great bul! 
of the drinking is done by people of 
moderate or slender means is indicated 
Ly the statistics which show that only 
one-fifteenth of the expenditure goes 
for wines, which are more expensive 
than other liquors, and are, as a rule, 
the beverage of the wealthy.’ Beer re 
mains the national tipple. 

Obstacles to Prohibition.

If better times do 
not come the debts go by default, as 
they did with the Southern States of 
America. No nation is going to war 
to force another nation to pay its 
debts. Canada would not go to war 
with Roumania. Neither would Eng- 
land go to war with France, nor the 
United States with England for that 
purpose. Englishmen, however, are 
proud of their honor, and so are striv- 
ing with all their power to meet their 
obligations, albeit the task is heart- 
breaking. It is a magnificent ex- 
ample to all the nations and a demon- 
stration that, after all, there is some- 
thing finer in the world than gold. 


THE SOVIET AND CHRISTIANITY 


In the Hague Conference, as in the 
Genoa Conference, the representative 
of Russia have been audacious enough 
to attempt the leading role. They de 
mand where they ought to plead, and 
they withhold where they ought to 
concede. Litvinoff is as stiff as was 
Tchitcherin. They state the condi- 
tions on which Russia will co-operate 
for her own economic reconstruction 
and prescribe those to which the sal- 
vaging nations must conform. The 
other powers are called upon to guar 
antee a huge loan to Russia, who on 
her side will grant certain concessions 
and will agree not to repudiate the 
public debt contracted in pre-Soviet | 
i'mes, but declines to make reparation | 
to private parties.

UTILIZE OUR IRON ORE 

The statement by Mr. “Vues, of the 
«.lgoma Steel Company, that he vould 
produce pig iron from Canadian ore 
for $1.57 less per ton than from Amer- 
ican ores, opens up an _ interesting 
subject. The difficulty is to get the 
Canadian Ore at as low a price as the 
lfinnesota ore. The problem is one 
of concentration of perhaps a subsidy 
jon ore production until an iron indus- 
try is built up, and private capita] can 
handle the business on its own vasis 
Ontario’s iron resources are ample 
to warrant the encouragement of home 
iron mining. 

The Loon Lake iron range has an 
estimated quantity of 25,000,000 tons 


of ore. The Mattewan and Kamin 
istinquia ranges have 150,000,000 
tons, the Aitkokan range 25,000,000 
tons, the Nipigon and Long Like 
ranges 100,000,000 tons of magnetic 
cre. For many years mining men 
have sought a small subsidy, say 50 
cents a ton, for the cost of do some 


concentrating of the low graded ore 
But as long as Minnesota ore could bx 
obtained cheaply, no action was dcem- 
ed advisable. The Mesaba range is 
thinning out quickly, and in another 
ten or fifteen years its economic use- 
fulness will be fairly well dissipated. 
Then, as in the case of pulp and pulp- 
wood, the United States will turn to 
Ontario’s supply of iron ore. It is 
just a question now of efficient and 
cheap mining and transportation, for 
much of the iron ore in the Northern 
ranges will average 40 to 60 per cent. 
as high as the best of the Mesaba ore. 

Economically it might be ‘better 
for Ontario to conserve her own sup- 
plies of iron ore for the day of press- 
ing need. Except for the influence 
it has on international trade, the use 
of American ores is a better conserva- 
tion policy. But when our smelters 
can smelt Canadian ore more cheaply 
than American, and the issue becomes 
one of equally cheap production, then 
the time of considering in a practical 
way of utilization of our ores has ap 
proached,
